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1 . HEREWITH FULL TEXT BERNARD GWERTZMAN ARTICLE IN WASHING- 
TON POST DATED MAY 12 HEADED "U.S. AND SEOUL TO START DIS- 
CUSSION OF TROOP PULLOUT LATE THIS MONTH." 

2. THE UNITED STATES WILL BEGIN EORMAL CONSULTATIONS WITH 
SOUTH KOREA LATER THIS MONTH ON THE EVENTUAL WITHDRAWAL OE 
AMERICAN GROUND FORCES FROM THAT COUNTRY, THE STATE DEPART- 
MENT SAID TODAY. 

3. THE DEPARTMENT ANNOUNCED THAT PRESIDENT CARTER HAD 
INSTRUCTED GEN. GEORGE S. BROWN, CHAIRMAN OF THE JOINT 
CHIEFS OF STAFF, AND PHILIP C. HABIB, UNDER SECRETARY OF 
STATE FOR POLITICAL AFFAIRS, TO FLY TO SEOUL TO BEGIN TALKS 
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ON MAY 24 IN FULFILLMENT OF MR. CARTER'S DECISION TO WITH- 
DRAW THE 33,000 UNITED STATES ARMY TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA 
OVER THE NEXT FOUR TO FIVE YEARS. 

4. BECAUSE OF JAPAN'S CONCERN OVER THE SECURITY SITUATION 
ON THE KOREAN PENINSULA, GENERAL BROWN AND MR. HABIB 
WILL ALSO CONFER IN TOKYO WITH JAPANESE OFFICIALS AFTER THE 
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SEOUL MEETINGS, THE DEPARTMENT SAID. 

5. TODAY'S ANNOUNCEMENT FOLLOWED WEEKS OF DISCUSSIONS 
WITHIN THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION ABOUT ITS KOREAN POLICY. 

A SERIES OF MEMORANDUMS OUTLINING OPTIONS FOR THE PRESI- 
DENT HAD BEEN PREPARED AND HIGH-LEVEL MEETINGS HELD. 

6. DURING THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION CAMPAIGN LAST YEAR 

MR. CARTER HAD ADVOCATED A GRADUAL WITHDRAWAL OF AMERICAN 
GROUND FORCES FROM SOUTH KOREA IN CONSULTATION WITH SEOUL 
AND TOKYO. 

7. AT A NEWS CONFERENCE ON MARCH 9, HE SAID: "MY 
COMMITMENT TO WITHDRAW AMERICAN GROUND TROOPS FROM KOREA 
HAS NOT CHANGED. " 

8. HE SAID THAT "A FOUR-TO FIVE-YEAR TIME PERIOD IS 
APPROPRIATE " TO CARRY THE WITHDRAWAL OUT, AND HE ADDED 
THAT "THE SCHEDULE FOR WITHDRAWAL OF AMERICAN GROUND TROOPS 
WOULD HAVE TO BE WORKED OUT VERY CAREFULLY WITH THE SOUTH 
KOREAN GOVERNMENT. " 

9. STATE DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS SAID THAT GENERAL BROWN AND 
MR. HABIB WOULD BRING POSSIBLE TIMETABLES FOR THE WITH- 
DRAWAL OPERATION TO SEOUL TO DISCUSS WITH THE KOREANS. 

10. AMERICAN TROOPS WERE FIRST STATIONED IN KOREA 
IMMEDIATELY AFTER WORLD WAR II, WHEN THE UNITED STATES AND 
THE SOVIET UNION DIVIDED THE COUNTRY, A FORMER JAPANESE 
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COLONY, INTO ZONES OF OCCUPATION. THE AMERICAN FORCE WAS 
WITHDRAWN BEFORE THE NORTH KOREAN INVASION IN JUNE 1950. 

BUT LARGE NUMBERS OF UNITED STATES TROOPS WERE SENT TO 
KOREA DURING THE WAR THERE, AND A SIZABLE FORCE REMAINED 
AFTERWARD. 

1 1 . IN THE EARLY 1970'S THE NIXON ADMINISTRATION WITHDREW 
20,000 TROOPS, BECAUSE IT WAS FELT THAT THE SOUTH KOREANS 
WERE CAPABLE OF ASSUMING MORE OF THE BURDEN OF THEIR OWN 
DEFENSE. BUT PLANS FOR FURTHER WITHDRALALS WERE CANCELED 
BECAUSE THE UNITED STATES WANTED TO AVOID A SITUATION IN 
WHICH SOUTH KOREA WOULD FEEL THE NEED TO REDUCE THE FORCE 
THAT IT HAD SENT TO VIETNAM AND BECAUSE WASHINGTON HAD NOT 
FULFILLED ITS PROMISES TO MODERNIZE KOREAN MILITARY 
EQUIPMENT. 

12. FOLLOWING THE COLLAPSE OF THE SAIGON GOVERNMENT IN 
SOUTH VIETNAM TWO YEARS AGO, THE UNITED STATES GAVE UP ANY 
IDEAS OF FURTHER TROOP WITHDRAWALS IN KOREA FOR FEAR THAT 
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SUCH ACTION MIGHT ENCOURAGE NORTH KOREA TO ATTACK THE 
SOUTH AGAIN. 

13. MOREOVER, THE EORD ADMINISTRATION CLAIMED PRIVATELY 
THAT, IN ADDITION TO JAPAN, CHINA HAD EXPRESSED CONCERN 
ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY OF AMERICAN WITHDRAWAL EROM KOREA, 
INDICATING THAT IT DID NOT WANT THE UNITED STATES TO 
REMOVE ITS LAST SIGNIEICANT FORCES FROM THE ASIAN MAIN- 
LAND. THE CHINESE, IT WAS SAID, FEARED THAT THE SOVIET 

UNION MIGHT TRY TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF ANY POWER VACUUM THAT 
DEVELOPED IN THE AREA. 

14. STATE DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS SAID THE QUESTION OF SOUTH 
KOREA'S ABILITY TO DEFEND ITSELF WOULD INEVITABLY BE RAISED 
DURING THE TALKS IN SEOUL. THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION IS 
ASKING CONGRESS FOR DOLLARS 250 MILLION IN MILITARY CREDITS 
FOR SOUTH KOREA FOR THE 1978 FISCAL YEAR AND PLANS AN 
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ADDITIONAL DOLLARS 100 MILLION IN ARMS SALES. (END TEXT)
